ure and retail sales excises; and outlined generally a pro­ 
gram respecting labor. 
These were the high spots of the President's message, 
cabled from Paris. 
Besides that, he again urged enact­ 
ment of the woman suffrage constitutional amendment ; 
recommended that the tariff laws be supplied with teeth 
to protect American industries against foreign 
attack; 
spoke for legislation to 
facilitate 
American 
enterprise 
through the expansion of shipping, and hacked Secretary 
Lane's program for land for returning soldiers. 
O f the Paris peace conference and the League of Na 
tions, the President merely said it would he premature to 
discuss them or express a judgment. 
He a b n avoided dis­ 
cussion of domestic legislation at length because of his 
long absence from W ashington. 
DOCUMENT IS FIRST OF ITS KIND 
Congress heard a unique document, the only one of its kind ever trans­ 
mitted across the ocean from a President on a foreign shore. 
Fur the first 
time in years, it heard a Presidential message read by a reading c l e r k in­ 
stead of assembling to hear the President deliver his address in person. 
The recommendations for the repeal of war-time prohibition and for the 
return of the railroad and wire systems, while not unexpected by some, col 
tained the greatest element of surprise and provoked the most Widespread 
comment of the many tasks set before Congress by tile President. 
In his reference to prohibition, the President did not enter extensive­ 
ly into the considerations involved. 
Demobilization, he said, merely “has 
progressed to such a point that it seems to me entirely safe now to remove 
the ban upon the manufacture anti sale of wines and beers.” 
This ban, laid several months ago to become effective on July I, could 
only be removed, tile President said. by C o n g r e s s i o n a l enactment. 
COMES AS SURPRISE 
His recommendation regarding re­ 
turn of railways and wire lines was 
I he first authoritative declaration by 
the Administration of its future policy 
and greatly surprised many members 
who had interpreted the developments 
of tile past few months to mean that 
PrtesTlejnt Wilson fevjpi^tuafly Wpuld 
propose some form of permanent gov­ 
ernment operation.

Imagine your own house if the space 
de vote I to the kitchen ami pantries 
and other rooms now given, up to tile 
preparation of food were yours to dis 
pose of in som e other way. It seem s 
an absurd supposition, yet the 
pre­ 
diction has been made in 
England 
that socalled national kitchens are to 
become so general that the private 
kitchen will no longer be necessary 
in the large cities Hnd suburbs. 
They 
were adopted as a m eans of wartime 
economy and they were so successful 
that housew ives have dared to dream 
of a kitchenless house Hu*ely in our 
own land, where we are supposed to 
be as progressive' as any people in the 
world with regard to dom estic eftlci* 


i ncy, these community kitchens will 
becom e a fact lf they do in England. 
So perhaps we are 
Justified 
in 
dreaming of our own house with out 
a kitchen. 
The idea in the communi* 
ty kitchens is in the main to preparo 
food to be served and eaten in the 
private dining rooms of the individ­ 
ual houses, though a dining room is 
attached to the kitchens for those 
who find that m ost convenient. House 
holders* however, would probably re­ 
tain their own dining rooms. 
It is 
usually found most 
convenient 
to 
m aintain also a place to watch serv­ 
ing dishes( so a w ell equipped pantry 
would be necessary. 
K itchenless houses are really not 
unknown in this country. In a good 
many summer colonies where there is 
a central 
eating 
lodge 
there 
are 
houses of this type. A very few sub­ 
urban colonies have been established 
on the sam e principle. 
As their num­ 
ber Increases a new system of house 
planning will develop. There will bi' 
more ground floor room, since only a 
sm all space need be devoted to the 
china pantry. Just im agine what your 
house would be if there had to bo 
no kitchen stove, no daily delivery 
of food, no food w aste with the cans 
and clutter that follow in its wake. Of 
course the chief advantage—at least 
the one that led to the establishm ent 
of national kitchens during the war, 
was one of economy. By this system 
less food is w asted and less tim e is 
required in tho preparation of food.
